Taxes Are Still 
Going Up^ Up, Up 

California’s counties ap¬ 
pear to have lessened their 
reliance on property taxes in 
the budgets they have adop¬ 
ted for fiscal year 1072-73, 
State Controller Hugh Flour¬ 
noy said today. 

"Fifteen counties have out 
their property taxes below 
1971-72, and 21 others report 
property taxes will make up 
a smaller percontago of their 
total revenues this year,’’ 
Flournoy said in releasing 
his Annual Report of B’ud.get 
Requirements and Means of 
Financing Adopted by Cali¬ 
fornia Counties. 

"Overall, this means that 
property taxes will account 
for 31.78 po" cent of the 
counties’ total budget re¬ 
quirements this year as com¬ 
pared to 31.84 poi cent in 
1971-72 and 33.27 per cent i.n 

1970- 71,’’ Flournoy said. "It’s 
a small difference but an 
encoiuraging trend indica¬ 
tor.” 

The Controller also pointed 
<rut that the co'unties’ total 
budget requirements of $5,- 
839,922,331 wore $72,598,667 
higher than for the prior 
fiscal year, an increa.sq of 
1.26 pc- cent as compared 
to a 20.24 tier cent rise in 

1971- 72. 

"Property t;iX collectinos 
still are going up.” Floiurnov 
said. "T h e $1,8.55,781,75^1 
proi)erty tax total hudgetea 
l)y the counties this year i.s 
$19,615,275 greater than last 
year, but thus is a big im¬ 
provement f r o m 1971 - 72 
when they increa.sed $240,- 
344,657. 

"New legislation effective 
with the 1973-74 tax year 
will increa.se property tax ex¬ 
emptions for homeowneis 
and plac(' otlier limitations 
on property taxation which 
can be expected to further 
les.sen the relia.nce of county 
budgets on this tax .source.” 

The Controller’s report 
.'^hows that Stale and Fed¬ 
eral subventions and shared 
revenues totaling $2,840,688,- 
310 meet a major portion of 
fhe counties’ budget require- 
mcmt.s. Pro)X?rty taxes, other 
local revenues and carryover 
funds make up the balance.
